“We considered that Nightingale 
was the most thoroughly 
cated man in the office,’ Peters said. 
“He was called ‘the farmer’ hecause 
of his habit of buving 
seeds and hen-feed to take home. 
and because he brought in fresh 
eggs, and sometimes vegetables, to 
sell to the other men in the office. 

Built Two Houses. 

“He built two houses, and carried 
on the negotiations with the build- 
ing contractors over the office tele- 
phone, so that everybody in the 
place knew about it.

Saloon Substitute Urged. 

The report said this plan should 
provide for the pensioning of wage- | 
earners over 60 years old, the return | 
to home and school of all workers 
under 18 years of age where possible | 
and the institution of public works. | 

Men who have gone through the | 
war, the report states, would not be | 
content to return to any monotonous | 

or treadmill or cheap job. 

The commission recommended & 
kind of saloon, to be operated un- 
‘der supervision of the church in 
each parish, where present saloon 
frequenters and others could congre- 
gate to enjoy an evening playing 
games and where light refreshments, 
such as coffee, tea and lemonade 
could be served.

THE RAILROAD DEFICIT. 

In addresses before two bodies of railroad workers in 

session in St. Louis, Director-General Walter D. Hines 

defined the chief problem of railroad management under 

Government operation as a problem of keeping down 
the cost of living. 

The $235,000,000 deficit of the unified railroads in 1918, 

a year of large traffic, was due principally to the se- 


wastes of a war period. But with peace and a winter of 
almost unexampled mildness, the first quarter of 1919 
showed a deficit of $192,000,000, due principally to a 
| falling off in traffic. 

| In discussing ways of meeting this $427,000,000 deficit 
total to date Mr. Hines made a point worth remembering 
‘on the extent to which transportation costs enter into 
the general range of prices in a country as much de- 
| pendent on transportation as is the United States. In- 
creases in railroad rates must, of course, be borne by 
‘the consumer, and if only the amount of the increase 
fell on the consumer the Director might not hesitate to 
‘adopt that means of reducing the deficit. 

But he calculated that new rates giving $300,000,000 
more in railroad revenue would impose a burden of not 
less than $1,500,000,000 on the consumer. The amount 
of the increase would be passed on by manufacturer, 
jobber, retailer, with something added by each, until the 
consumer who footed the ultimate bill had to pay five

We may recall that, besides other small increases, the 
Interstate Commerce Commission, in the months pre- 
ceding the war, granted a general increase of 5 per cent 
in the rates on a large number of staple products. Then, 
under Government operation, a flat 25 per'cent increase 
in freight rates and 50 per cent in passenger rates were 
put into effect. Assuming that all these increases were 
passed on to the consumer, with a five-fold multiplica- 
tion, we can see one cause of present high prices. We 
can also appreciate that no material reduction in prices 
is to be expected until rates fall. 

The deficit problem, which the expected revival in 
business would solve, is important, but other phases 
of the complex problem are still more important. Mr.

OUR STATESMEN’S DILEMMA.” 

President Wilson’s recommendation that Congress 
amend the war-time prohibition act so as to permit the 
manufacture and sale of beer and wines has caused a 
commotion in Washington. Some of our statesmen are 
wrathy, others indignant, still others wear an injured 
air. Out of the emotional complex this grievance 
emerges: 

It is a naive attitude. Translated, it means that our | 
lawmakers are not at all concerned with the right or 
wrong, the fairness or unfairness of the recommended 
repeal.

Will compliance with the President’s request secure their 
re-election or will it mean new faces at-the capital?

It has 
never had a chance so to express itself. But informal 
expressions are being heard. Labor is speaking. So 
are our overseas soldiers.

The U. S. Bureau of Ethnology, the 
usefulness of which is largely con- 
cealed is so high-sounding a name, is 
prosecuting the theory that man prob- 
ably lived in the Ozarks before the 
glaciers. The Bureau is having the 
Ozark caves gone over by an expert 
for signs of such habitation, and we 
may Know within a short time some- 
thing more of this matter: than we 
know now. Of course, the Ozarks are 
very old. They offered for a time 
probably the only refuge of that sort 
for one not disposed to venture too 
far into the open, and it is presumed 
that if man hereabouts was holding his 
own against invasion in that stirring 
period he probably owed his security 
to the defensive and sheltering ad- 
vantages of this venerable range. No 
adequate survey of the region for the 
purposes of ethnology has. ever been 
made, Political surveys have been 
sufficient to establish that the glaciers 
perhaps did not make very much dif- 
ference in some parts of the Ozarks; 
but the range has never been gone 
over for thumb prints, pictographs and 
the better-known proofs of a prehis- 
toric population. The existence of man 
before the glaciers has not been very 
satisfactorily proven. With us the 
proofs are very weak, amounting to 
no more than a few skulls or artifacts 
which might or might not have slipped 
under the glacial tracks. What is 
needed greatly is something indicating 
that men knew the _ pre-giacial 
creatures, Presumably they would 
have left some sign of this in their art 
—on the walls of their homes, or in 
their craft. That is what the Bu- 
reau is trying to find out. It wants to 
know whether men did live here be- 
fore the glaciers, and this question is 
open. So ff-you know of a cave in the 
Ozarks anywhere in which there are 
pictographs showing the troglodytes 
riding the hairy mammoth, or per- 
chance bringing in triumphantly that 
bugaboo. of another thrilling time the 
saber-toothed tiger, let the Bureau 
know, Even the Republicans, who 
have recaptured the Government, won't 
let it go on forever without finding out 
something new.

Union Say Men Have 
Voted to Go Out at 1:30 
A. M. Tomorrow. 


H. E. Grant, president of Local 
$05 (East St. Louis division) of the 
Amalgamated Association of Street 
and Electric Railway Employes of 
America, and J. T. Liggett, a mem- 
ber of the Executive Board of the 
union, announced today that the 200 
motormen and conductors employed 
on the interurban branch of the 
East St. Louis and Suburban and the 
Alton, Granite City and St. Louis 
Traction Co. lines had voted to strike 
at 1:30 a. m. tomorrow unless the 
c3nsolidated companies sign an 
agreement with the men before that 
time. 

The decision to call a strike, they 
gaid, was voted at a meeting at the 
union’s hall in East St. Louis at 2 
o'clock this morning. If the strike 
becomes effective, it will mean that 
the interurban branches of the com- 
pany covering a radius of 60 miles 
in Madison and St. Clair. Counties 
will cease to operate tomorrow. The 
principal points on the line are Alton, 
Edwardsville, Mary- 
ville, Lebanon, O’Fallon, Madison 
and Brooklyn. 

Employes are asking for an in- 
crease in wages from 47 cents tv 
87% cents an hour and have agreed 
to submit the proposition to arbitra- 
tion. The company wants othér con- 
ditions named by the men, chief o? 
which is a schedule of tripper runs, 
submitted to arbitration also, but 
the employes have refused to con- 
sent to that point on the ground that 
those conditions were provided for In 
the old agreement. 

The previous agreement expired 
May 1 and negotiations for a new 
agreement have been carried on 
since April 1. 

W. C. Myers, general superintend- 


. ent of the lines, said in the forenoon 


that he had not heard of the con- 
templated strike and that if the men 
walked out tomorrow morning thei 
places would be immediately filled 
and that the company would expect 
the parent body of the union to up- 
hold the company’s course, for the 
reason that the union’s charter pro- 
vides that there shall be no strike 
unless sanctioned by the interna- 
tional organization. 

He said that the men had demand- 
ed that “tripper’ runs should be 
completed in a 12-hour daily period. 
That was impossible, he said, and 
the company had agreed to submit 
that question along with others to 
arbitration. 

The principal interurban lines in- 
volved terminate at the west ap- 
proach of Eads Bridge. Some of 
them reach the McKinley Station at 
Twelfth street and Lucas avenue. 
The McKinley lines are not included 
in the threatened tie up.
